• ress, and we incline to the pres- 


ident's side of the argument on the 
bill which this session finally en- 
acted. The British seem to take the 
same cautious view. 


What is the real issue here? It 


seems to me it is this: 


Crimes are committed by indi- 


vidual men and women—not by 
^ parties. 


We have laws covering treason by 


individuals. All we really need to 
do is vigorously administer those 
laws. Most of the disloyalty scan- 
dals that have rocked our country 
and England heem to have been due 
to poor judgment in high quarters 
in picking associates, and to lax 
prosecution of the existing security 
laws. 


Crime is committed by persons

criminals out of a party and all 
those who may have been listed as 
belonging to such party you have 
opened the gates to police search

Before a large crowd in the Third 


District Livestock Show coliseum 
this morning Gov. Sid McMath was 
principal speaker on a program 
designated as Public Officials day 
throughout the 17-county district.

th show here, sounded a warning 
that increased cost of government 
and the many improvements plan- 
ned in Arkansas will mean more 
taxes. 


There is absolutely no possibil- 


ity of a tax reduction, he warned if 
the public road, livestock industry 
promotion, and statewide school 
improvement programs in Arkansas 
continue. 


These improvements cost money 


which has to be raised through tax- 
ation, and if we are to continue 
high taxes must 'continue, he said. 


As an example the governor cited 


U. S. Highway 67 from Texarkana 
to Memphis, which "must be fixed" 
at a cost of around 25 million dol- 
lars. ' 


Congressmen Oren Harris and 


Boyd Tackett complimented the dis- 
trict on its new $100,000 coliseum 
and discussed the importance of the 
livestock industry for this section.

But said he is considering the 


idea of substituting an administra- 
tor for the RFCs

member board of directors. His 
groups, hearings, Fulbright 
said, 


showed how difficult it is to pin 
down responsibility for RFC loans- 
under the existing setup. 
"Apparently in response to con- 
gressional criticis, President Tru- 
man proposed a shake-up of RFC 
directors last August. He renom- 
inated only two present members of 
the board. 


The nominations were referred to 


Fulbright's subcommittee but it 
took no action on them before con- 
gress recessed last Saturday. As a 
result, the nominations were sent 
(p,a.ck to the President.

The foreign ministers of the 12 


North Atlantic treaty nations de

the cooperating nations and head 
ed eventually by a supreme com 
mander.

ocratic leaders were reported to- 
day to be urging President Tru- 
man to broadcast at least 
three 


frankly political appeals for elec- 
tion of a Democratic congress. 


The President indicated at yes- 


terdays news conference he thinks 
he is going to be too busy to do 
any personal campaigning in the 
little more than five weeks 
left 


before the November election. 


Democratic national 
committee 


officials havent given up hope for 
some one-shot trips to key states. 
But they indicated they would be 
glad to settle, for two or three na- 
tionally-broadcast political appeals 
by the President for support of his 
policies. 


These party leaders want strong, 


Democratic talk. 
, 


-They will, get 'Sprne.^of, it, 
'.of 


course, from Vice President Bark- 
ley, who is taking to the stump 
next week in a month-long round 
of speeches. 


His itinerary was announced to- 


day by the Democratic 
national 


committee. Barkley will cover the 
country from Calfornia to Connec 
ticut, making 42 speeches between 
Oct. 
5 and Nov. 6. He will travel 


by chartered plane. 


I£ Mr. Truman intends to depart 


from his stated position of being 
too occupied with the Korean war 
and the rearmament program 
to 


have time for politics, he hasnt 
shown it. 


He told reporters yesterday that

Hershey Wants 
Extension

Washington, Sept. 29 —(IP}— Maj. 


Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey, selective 


service director, recommended to

He advanced the proposal as a 


means of maintaining an army of 
1,500,000. 


Hershey made this and three 


other major recommendations to 
the house armed service commit- 
tee which is studying possible re 
vision in the draft. 


The other suggested changes: 
To modify deferment for depen- 


dency. He would have deferment 
for collateral dependents wiped out. 


To remove restrictions on induc- 


tion of veterans under 26 years of 
age. 


To watch carefully that the "ae 


ceptability standard does not gel 
out of hand. 


In explanation of the third sug- 


gestion Hershey said he believed 
"we are going to get a new 
ap- 


proach to capacity to serve. 


Although he did not specify, this 


apparently would mean less stricl 
qualifications. 


Hershey made no recommenda- 


tions for changing the present dra£! 
age of 19 through 25. 


In fact, he said he believed thai 


the army could be raised and mainr 
tained by depending on this age 
group if the other suggestions are 
adopted. 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) is di-

Two Doughboys Club to Death 
Six Gooks in Making Their 
Way to Safety After Trap

Korea 
— (IP)— Two 
doughboys 


who clubbed six Red soldiers to 
death with empty rifles during an 
18-day stay behind enemy 
lines 


have been freed by the American 
advance. 


It has rained most of the days 


of their adventure and they 
re- 


turned to their own lines shiver- 
ing and hungry. 
Their uniforms 


were in dirty tatters. They 
had 


lived the entire time on 
grapes, 


apples and peaches plucked from 
native hillside orchards. 


"Once a Red patrol passed so 


close to us as we lay by a road 
that we could have spit on them." 
said Pfc. Kenneth E. Tye of 2814 
77th street, Kansas City. 


They used an old woodsman's 


trick to keep warm, 


"We 
took 
turns 
sleeping on 


each other at night, 
it was 
so 


cold," said Sgt. Charles R. North 
of Barberton, O. 


They said they joined up with 


another outfit 
when 
their 
own 


unit was overrun during an enemy 
banzai attack. The Reds came 
screaming back again in anoth- 
er banzai attack and got behind 
the second American outfit. The 
two escaped by dashing forward 
through the enemy's positions. 


'They were many miles north 


of the Alied stronghold of Taegu 
—and the North 
Korean 
army, 


was making its final convulsive 
effort to seize Taegu. 


They hid out the next day and 


that night unexpectedly ran into a 
Red soldier who began jabbering 
at them in Korean in the dark. 


"We had run out of ammunition 


so I killed him with my 
r i f l e 


butt," said Sergeant North. 


Figuring capture would 
mean 


only torture and death, the 
two 


pledged each other to die rather 
than surrender — and to cause 
as much trouble behind the enemy 
lines as they could. 


"We wanted to wipe out their 


mortar positions but 
we didn't 


have the firepower to try," said 
the sergeant. 
"They 
were well 


camouflaged and every time one 
of our artillery 
spotter 
planes 


came over they buttoned up." 


They saw many enemy troops 


and observed that they 
were so 


short of weapons that only about 


one out of three 
carried 
rifles 


The others were armed only witl 
grenades. 


The doughboys tried to work 


back toward their own lines. In 
one vain foray into a village in 
search of food they bumped i.il< 
two Communist soldiers at nigh 
and beat them to death with thei 
rifles. 
But they had to retreat— 


still starving. 


Another time they surprised a 


rifle point three enemy soldiers 
All three got the rifle butt treat 
ment. 


Weakened by their o r c h a r d 


diet, the two infantrymen decided 
to 
stake 
their lives on a 
dug 


perate gamble. 


"We just slung our rifles ove 


our shoulders and walked toward 
our own lines trying to look 
as 


much like gooks as 
we 
could,1 


said Sergeant north. 


Luck walked with them. The 


made it. The first thing they did 
was wolf down three cans of "C1 
rations. 


"It tastes like steak," said Tye 


munching dreamily. 


But both men passed up frui 


cocktail for dessert.

stock pours into the market. The 
appetites will be backed by rising 
incomes, due to more jobs 
auc 


higher wages for some workers. 


But there are plenty of warnings 


today that the upswing in the cosl 
of living — in which the cost o; 
food pays a major role — .will con- 
tinue even if an early end to the 
Korean fighting takes the wind ou 
of the commodity futures markets 


The Bureau of Labor statistics 


reports that retail food prices re 
sumed their rising trend in the firs' 
half of September. And shoppers 
say that this weeks 
decline if 


some wholesale prices for 
fooc 


havent yet shown up at the stores 


The cost of getting food from the 


farm and onto the table continues 
to rise — and faster than the 
price of farm products, the depart 
ment of agriculture reports. 


The cost of getting food from the 


farm to the consumer last, yeai 
was the highest on record, the do 
partmcnt reports. And the upward 
trend was continuing into this sum 
mer. 


Part of the increase in marketing 


costs is laid to rising transporta 
tion rates, part to rising pay scales 
for those who handle food 
along

Bonn, Germany, Sept. 29 — W) • 


West German police rushed prep- 
arations today to meet an expected 
onslaught by thousands of rioting 
Communists in at least nine cities 
of the industrial Ruhr this week- 
end. 


From Hamburg in the north cor- 


ner of the Allied zones to, Cologne 
on the Rhine, cities were gripped 
by tension as police summoned re 
serves and warned the populace 
to stay off the streets and avoid 
public gatherings. 


British authorities said intelli- 


gence reports indicate that Com 
munist demonstrations will erupt 
in nine or ten cities despite Allied 
and German bans. 


The Communists have publicly 


trumpeted their intention to "fight 
ceaselessly against the strength 
ening of estern defenses in Ger- 
many and to undermine the West 
German government. \ 


The governments- refugee minis- 


try announced today that Soviet 
agents have been flooding into 
Western Germany recently dis- 
guised as refugees. These agents 
apparently have been assigned to 
spawn chaos by fomenting riots. 
The ministry estimated that the in- 
flux of refugees from the 
East 


doubled during August over July 
and now numbers 1,000 persons n 
day. 


Officials of the all-German af- 


fairs ministry, which works close 
ly with state interior ministries and 
police, reported the Communists 
will ignite .their biggest demonstra. 
tions in Cologne. These cofficials 
said the Reds hoped to embarrass 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer by a 
major effort in his hometown. 


The Cologne police director said 


10,000 members of the Communist 
Free German Youth (FKJ) 
are 


expected to mass there. 


Other cities expected to be affect' 


ed include Hannover,, Dortmund, 
Muenster, Bochum, Hamburg, Es- 
sen and Ludwigshafen.

day that the 1950 traffic death toll 
might reach 36,000, the highest sine 
the record year of 1941. 


The council announced an Augus 


toll of 3,180, up 10 per cent over 
August, 1949, and an eight month 
toll of 21,500, up 11 per.cent from 
last year. 


The council said hope is fading 


that the traffic death toll can be 
reduced in 1950 for the fourth con 
secutive year. 


Motor vehicle 
accidents killec 


31,500 in 1949, a decline from the 
32,255 toll in 1948, and well belo\\ 
the 39,969 killed in the record yeai 
1941. 


"Only a motoring miracle in the 


final quarter of the year can fore 
stall a 1950 toll of about.36,000.traf- 
fic victims, said Ned.

Many insiders credit him with 
raising the funds to fuel the drive 
which produced the Truman vic- 
tory. 


Now Johnson is completely out ol 


the administration — replaced by 
Gen. 
George C. Marshall, who has 


said he spent so many years as a 
soldier that he never developed any 
personal politics. When he servec 
formerly 
as 
secretary of state 


Marshall ran a strictly bipartisan 
shop and kept rigidly clear of po 
litical involvments. 


In order to name Gifford to Lon- 


don Mr. Truman had to refuse the 
assignment to former Ambassador 
James Bruce, who had previously 
served as envoy to Argentina 
as 


director' of the European rearma- 
ment program in the state depart- 
ment. 


Like Johnson, Bruce is reported 


to have contributed generously to 
the 1948 political warchest and to 
have r a i s e d additional funds. 
Months ago newsmen heard that 
the President had told him he would 
go to London when 
Ambassador 


Lewis Douglas quit. 
But when Douglas sent word about 
three weeks ago that his health 
would not permit him to serve any 
longer, the President decided on 
Gifford. The decision 
apparently 


was made on Secretary of State 
Achcson's recommendation.

Public Is 
Confused 
About Red Law 


By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington, Sept. 
27 — (/P) — 


There is probably as much con- 
fusion in the public mind over the 
new anti-Communist law as over 
any law of recent years. 


Here are the answers to a few 


questions: 


Q. The law says the government 


can round up 
Communists 
and 


throw them into detention camps. 
Does that mean the FBI will start 
such a roundup right away, 
or 


when? 


A. The law doesn't give the gov 


ernment power to make such a 
roundup now. It says such a round- 
up can be made only if (1) 
the 


U.S. is invaded, (2) congress de- 
clares war, or (3) there's an up- 
rising here to help some foreign 
power. 


Q. It has been estimated 
that 


there are 60,000 to 
70,000 
full 


fledged Communist party members 
in this country. Would they all be 
rounded up if one of those three 
things happened? 


A. Probably not, although 
the 


government could suit itself about 
that. But the law says he govern- 
ment shall round up "each person 
as to whom there is reasonable 
ground to believe that such person 
probably will engage in, or prob- 
ably will- conspire with others to 
engage in, acts of espionage or of 
sabotage." 


That language seems to leave it 


wide open to the government to 
decide who among the Communists 
is a potential spy or saboteur. Re- 
cently FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover 
said there are about 12,000 danger' 
ous Communists in this country. 
That might seem to indicate the 
FBI would roundup perhaps only 
12,000 Communists. But — 


Another part of the law 
says 


Communists are agents of Moscow, 
seeking the otherthrow of this gov- 
ernment, and all engaged in an in- 
ternational conspiracy to take over 
the world. 


When you remember that — plus 


the fact that the law lets the gov 
ernment decide what Communists 
can be arrested in an emergency 
— you can see that the govern 
ment has wide lattitude in 
de 


ciding whom it should pick up.

1. Labor: Wages are on the way 


up in many industries. Soma ex- 
pect unions to ask for still higher 
pay by the end of the year.

II, when there was a large pool of 
jobless men. Shortages of skilled 
auto labor sparked the recent gen- 
eral wage boosts in Detroit.

England textile, m e t a 1 w orkin^, 
machine tool and jewelry plants 
are reported shopping for trained 
men. 


The labor department estimates

2. Profits: Production rates will 


be high — especially for those in 
defense work — but earnings will 
be milked by taxes. Corporate in- 


come tax rates go up next week 
may rise again next year. 


An excess profits tax is pro 


mised by the present co n g r e ss 
The next one, even if its complex 
ion changes with the election, i 
expected to go along with that 
This in turn, could contract divi 
dends, now flowing in record vol 
ume. 


3. Money: Bankers, at their an

2. Some time after his arrest — 
he law is vague on how soon after 
— the Communists is brought be- 
ore a government official who'll 
nave the title of "preliminary hear- 
ng officer." 


If there is an emergency requir- 


ng wholesale arrest of Communists 
hese "hearing officers" will have 
o be appointed, perhaps several 
hundred of them. 


And it may 
be necessary 
to 


check them to be sure they're nei 
her Communists nor sympathizers. 
That would take time. 


The Communist can 
have his 


own lawyer represent him and can 
cross-examine witnesses brought 
against him. But — 


The government doesn't have to 


jroduce any witnesses if it thinks 
doing so might not be good for the 
country. 


This means the FBI can make 


charges against the man without 
saying where it got its informaion 
against him. This is a pretty tough 
section of the law. 


3. After this examination, 
the 


rearing officer can order the Com- 
munist released, or he can decide 
;he Communist should be kept in 
custody.

Actually 
the board can make its hearings 
secret, since the law says the boan: 
can consider evidence offered by 
the government, even though the 
evidence can't be made public. 


5. After such 
a 
hearing, the 


board can order the Communist re 
leased or kept in custody. (In al 
these steps — arrest, examinatior 
by a hearing officer, and examina 
tion by the board — the Commu 
nist can be held if there is "rea 
sonable" grounds for thinking 
might help in spying or sabotage 


6. If turned down by the board 


the Communist can appeal to th 
U.S. Court of Appeals and, i 
turned down there, to the Suprem< 
court. All these steps would take a 
lot of time.
